One of the biggest talking points smeng 
spectators — both at Wembley and aroui 

e world — following the F.A. Cup Final 
was the amazing way so many players fell 
victim to cramp and injury in the latter 
stages of the match. 


There was much sympathy for spares 
after it was all over. It was said that they had 

iven everything, that they had run and 

fought to the brink of exhaustion. And, as so 
often before, the much-maligned Wembley 
grass was blamed because a few players 
insist it is too spongy and it saps the energy 
from tired limbs. 

We think there is a lot of rubbish in such 
sentiments. We wonder seriously if the real 
culprits are the players themselves. Are 
they making excuses for their own lack of 
fitness ? 

That may sound like sacrilege. British 
footballers are supposed to be the fittest and 
fastest in the world. They didn’t look fit at 
Wembley. 

It is a fact that most of the players in the 
Football League are full-time professionals. 
They train daily, unlike the part-timers in 
Australia. Surely, given such ideal con 
ons, it should not be beyond their capabiliti- 
es to keep going for 90 minutes, plus another 
half hour of extra time, in a Cup Final. 

It might be a good idea for some clubs to 
examine more closely just how much trai- 
ning is undertaken by their players. Some 
clubs are anything but severe in the training 
routines imposed on their players. 

In a typical week, they have Sunday off 
and do not overwork on Monday. On a 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, trai- 
ning might last from, say, 10 a.m. until 
noon. There could also be an afternoon 
session but this is by no means a universal 
custom. Friday is another easy day and, of 
course, Saturday is match day. 


It is also normal procedure for a football 
club to devote one day in the week to

and Manchester City at Wembley last week. The result was 3-2 and the score probably flattered the 


losing team. 


Whatever opinions there 
may have been about the 
merits of the original Final 
at Wembley five days ear- 
lier, surely nobody could 
complain about the stan- 
dard of football served up 
in the replay. 

People who knew Spurs 
could do so much better 
than they did in the inde- 
cisive 1-1 drawn game, 
were proved right. We saw 
a different Tottenham in 
the replay. We saw a team 
playing entertaining and 
penetrative football, a team 
which for the entire 90 
minutes was just that bit 
better than the workman- 
like Manchester City. 

Tt was a real glory day for 
Argentina’s Ricky Villa, 
hauled off in disgrace 
during the first match, yet 
the hero of the hour when 
he was reprieved and rein- 
stated for the replay. 

Villa scored the first and 
third of Tottenham’s goals 
and, based on that huge 
contribution to the game, 
had to be “man of the 
match”. 

His first goal wasn't dif- 
ficult. It started with skilful 
build-up from Villa's 
Argentinian mate, Ossie 
Ardiles, who laid on a big 
chance for Steve Ar- 
chibald. As on so many 
occasions in the two mat-

ches, Archibald was simply 
not capable of putting that 
chance away. Goalkeeper 
Joe Corrigan blocked the 
shot but the ball ran 
unkindly for City, going 
straight to Villa who scored 
easily. 

It took City only two 
minutes to equalise when 
Steve Mackenzie ham- 
mered a spectacular volley 
on the turn — one of the 
most dazzling goals Wemb- 
ley has seen in many a year. 


City went into the lead 
from a penalty kick, taken 
expertly by Kevin Reeves, 
but some Spurs people 
doubted the merit of the 
penalty decision. It was a 
close thin although TV re- 
plays of the incident 
Suggested the excellent re- 
feree, Keith Hackett, was 
probably right. 


At 2-1, there was the 
danger that Spurs would 
lose heart, yet they came 
bouncing back to level at 2-

The moments of brilliance 
against Footscray brought one memories of a brand 

football unseen in Australia since the great days 
of Prague and its Austrian internationals. 

Then came the game against Blacktown, a game 
which left me and the other 5,800 odd spectators 
frustrated and angry. From the moment Canberra 
equalised early in the second half, Rale Rasic and 
his merry men gave a brilliant demonstration of 
everything that is negative in modern Soccer. 
Forgetting the famous Blacktown offside trap, the 
flow of the game was interrupted every two minutes 
by players writhing in dramatic agony all over the 
ground, wild clearances, agonising time wasting 
over throw-ins, goal kicks, free kicks and team 
changes. We even saw a Blacktown forward shelter 
the ball over one Canberra corner flag for at least 
two minutes. 

While such behaviour is perhaps excusable in the 
dying minutes of a game it kills it as a spectacle 
when applied from the 50th minute. Players and 
spectators become equally frustrated. Players lose 
concentration and bad feelings and violence are 
latent. 

If Soccer is to thrive such behaviour must be 
Stamped out. Referees must take ‘strong action. Ali 
the local referee did last Sunday was to look at his 
watch each time play was interrupted. 

One also feels that such negative tactics often 
result from the lack of player depth. Perhaps, the 
league at this stage of existence would be better off 
without teams.which lack the talent for open foot- 
ball. Olympians left here pointless, Blacktown took 
4 point home yet one needs little imagination to 
guess which of these two teams will be the more 
Successful in the long run. 

Finally, its’s time Canberra players gained suffi- 
cient concentration and tactical maturity not to fall 
for such blatant distractions.

The restriction on imported Players has barely 
Caused a ripple. The next step must be taken 
without hesitation: Clubs should be forced to play 
six or seven locally produced players in every game. 
Arguments suggesting we do not have players 
should have a look at Marconi, Adelaide City and 
others. 
Such a policy would not only give the locals a 
chance but it would also force clubs to be selective 
in importing players. 

Though | am not aware of the day to day opera- 
tions or policies of clubs, it seems to me that 
imports are selected in a very haphazard fashion. 
These players seem to be imported on the recom- 
mendation of any Tom, Dick or Harry. 

Club administration sees the import for the first 
time when he steps on the plane. 

Imports are certainly needed but itis necessary to 

import players of certain standard. It isn't a high 
enough standard to import players from non-league 
and second and third reserve players in England. 
Three or four class imports are all a club needs. 
Obviously such players are hard to get, but import- 
ing players of lesser quality is useless. 
It is a disgrace that clubs such as Preston and 
Heidelberg regularly play one to three local Players 
and then have the hide to import another two or 
three. Heildelberg has not introduced one junior 
since they've been in the PSL (Selemidis is a South 
Melbourne junior, Olver and the other locals 
Purchased from elsewhere.’
